Newport'* second re-union- has come 


and gone, and like its predecessor, a 
quarter of a century ago, has been a 
•complete success. Tbls success is due 
in a large measure to the eflorts of the 
committee who had the affiir in charge, 
and the active co-operation of the citi- 
zens generally; hat particular credit is 
doe to the energetic and untiring efforts 
of the chairmaD, Capt. John Waters, and 
the Secretary of the General Committee, 
Mr. F. Q. Harris, without whosfc valua- 
ble labors the re-union would hardly 
have come off. 


The returalng sons and daughters be- 


gan to put In their appearance in large 
numbers on Thursday evening, when 
the trains brought in the Boston dele- 
gation two hundred strong, under the 
leadership of Hazard Stevens, 
Esq., 


chairman, and It. P. Boss, marshal, and 
the New Bedford delegation far out- 
numbering the former. 
Many of the 


Providence sons and daughters also 
came at the same time, and the rest, to 
the number of nearly three hundred, 
came Friday morning. New York sent 
home a large delegation who were eu- 
thusitfiUcally received by friends and 
relatives. 


The various delegations were con- 


ducted promptly to their several head- 
<jnarters', where the work of registration 
was carried on rapidly under the direc- 


• tlon of the different members of tbe 


committee. 


Thursday night the streets were alive 


with guests from every part of the 
continent, and Friday tbe crowd in 
town surpassed anything ever seen In 
this city by the sea. 


To swell tbe assembled multitude on 


Friday the steamer Newport brought 
nearly one thousand from New York; 
the Canontcns made three trips from Fall 
River, bringing over 3000; tbe Herman 
S. Caswell made three trips from Narra- 
gansett Pier. All the Providence steam- 
ers came heavily loaded. The steamers 
.Narragansettfrom Stonlngton, Peerless, 
Pawtucket, and the City of Lawrence 
from New London brought full loads of 
human frieght, and all the trains on the 
Old Colony Road came heavily loaded. 


The procession, which was the longest 


.and finest ever seen In Newport, was 
formed on the Parade and under the elD- 
cfent management of Chief 
Marshal 


Swfnburneand his prorcpt'airts was moved 
very nearly on time, and notwithstand- 
ing the hot weather, reached the tent at 
the time appointed.

My DEAK 8m:—1 bave yours ot the 13th 


conveying tbe klud invitation for me to par- 
ticipate iu tbe Reunion of tbe sons and dau- 
ghters of Newport, and bave been try Sue to 
persuade myself, ever since, that I could ac- 
cept tbe same; but I am forced to tbeconcln- 
siou tbat I must deny myself tbe pleasure of 
taking part iu ao interest!UK ao occasion. A 
century aud a half ago Newport was the chief 
seat of polite society ID America, Its mawb- 
le.-<s harbor w*a crowded witb shipping, it 
wait an important naval rendezvous of the 
mother country, it rivalled New York in com- 
merce, wealth and foreign intercourM,brou<:ht 
a degree of cultute aud refinement hardly 
kuowu iu tbe other colonies. Townseuds'tj 
Tavern, iti principal hostelry was renowned 
throughout the North American continent 
and (be West Indies. In its great chamber 
tbe Governor of the state, when not a resi- 
dent of Newport, has slept ou Election night, 
for one hundred successive years. I well re- 
member the burly form and boneat massive 
face of the last landlord of the name. 1 be- 
lieve he was the last, be may had a success- 
or. U was especially famous for its tautog 
wbicli was cooked in its kitchen witb a mar- 
vellous excellence. It used to be said (list 
wheu the traveller rode up to the hospitable 
door, the servant who took his bridle while 
he dbraoanted would say "will yoa have it 
biled or briled." I fear that your modern 
3'rcnci. cookery has spoiled tbe tantog; and 
with all the new fang led sauces and condi- 
ments displacing the simple melted batter, 
wasoned witb salt and pepper aud parsley 
bas destroyed the honest old Rhode Island 
flavor of tbe tautog and bas reduced It to the 
level of the shwpsbead, tbe Spanish mac- 
kerel, tbe salmon, and other ordinary ilerii- 
zenr uf the deep. I look fowatd to the time 
wheu tbennequaled facilities of jour harbor 
for u naf ;il elation and for commeruial pur 
popes shall again be appreciated and employ- 
ed, when its wharves shall again be crowded 
with foreign shipping and piled high with 
tbe products of every clime, when the rlig of 
our country *dmll float from the masts of n 
score of public vessels, anchored 
in 
the 


waters, that spread before the ancientcapiul 
nf the state, aud lave tbe feet of Ibe fair 
Queen of th« Niirragnu?«tt, and thus uniting 
trnile and commerce and the naval service 
lo lliw attractions of mitnre, and the homes of 
comfort aud luxury to the warehouses of 
truffle, the city fhall mure than resume liar 
former commercial importance and enter up- 
on a new career of prosperity aud greatness.

It gives me great pleasure fo be able to he 
with you to-(l:.v :intf to join in the celebra- 
tion of our national anniversary und in the 
reunion of tho sons nml <luughtcr,s of New- 
port 
Von call unon mo to respond for tho 
State of Rhode Island. II is always a pleas- 
ant duty for me In respond for her. ami es- 
pecially to-day, when I see the enthusiasm 
witii wiilch the people of Newport have cel- 
ebrated this anniversary. It Is iiiifortiiiinte- 
]y becoming somewhat common, especially 
In our larger cities, to omit public celebra- 
tions of the day anil to leave its observance 
must entirely to the children. It cannot lie 
Hi at we nro insensible to^thfi glorious deeds 
of our ancestors or ot ingratitude t»those who 
laid Hie foundations of our government, up- 
on whleli so great a nation has arisen- 
I-ur 


thin day, for all time, be celebrated by tbe 
ringing of bells, the firing of cannon and 
by all oilier manifestations of joy, and let 
tlioie ofmjtturer vears meet together to re- 
call the events ifmt led to the Revolution, 
the trials and hardships our fathers endured 
during eight years or warfare, and the mo- 
mentous consequences that have rfsnlled 
from nurseparatfon from England. So shall 
the love of our country be kept alive and 
perpetuated. Onr children sh:ul receive it 
ironi us and transmit It unimpaired'to pos- 
terity. I had always been taught to believe 
that the destiictlon of. .the imtish sloop-of- 
warGaspeu by citizens of Providence was 
the (Irst overt act of war against the mother 
country. Hut I find that years before that 
time, in July, JTCl, the garrison of Fort 
George, at Newport, by command of two 
•magistrate!! fired upon the Uritirli vessel ol 
war, St. John. What the consequences o? 
tho attack were history does not relaU, but 
we learned enough to know that at that 
early period tho people of Newport were 
alive to their rights and were- willing to de- 
fend them at the mouth of the cannon. Wo 
cannot fully realize the earnestness with 
•which Hie colonists entered upon the war of 
the Revolution. A long series of disputes 
with England over questions In which they 
took a vllal Interest had forced them to take 
common ground and united action In the de- 
fence of their rights. We may form a faint 
Idea of their spirit when we recall the fact 
that the day after tbe news of the battle of 
Lexington wtis received In Providence a 
thousand well armed men started for the 
scene of battle. When we consider that the 
]H>pulatlon of tbe colony was less than iiQ,- 
000, that there were no menus of communi- 
cation between the different towns other 
than private conveyance, that the people uf 
tbe State were comparatively poor, and 
were dependent on Kuronc for their firms, 
amii.iimtioii, and In fact for almost every ar- 
ticle of Romfortand necessity except the pro- 
duels of thesull, it imlie.it«"f that, a most de- 
nied and determined spirit pervaded the 
irlmle people, and that they lived hi con- 
stant readiness for any emergency of war. 
Could we to-day wit b onr t blckly tci tied pop- 
ulation, with all our wealth and resources, 
with railroads and telegraphs at our com- 
mand, muster and march a thousand me'i at 
a shorter nutk-o1.' In ;ill Hie omliict.i and 
bnrd-ihips of the revolution from l.nnker,3 
Hill to ,'orktown our Stale bore Ms full 
sliare. We remember wltti pride that we 
contributed to tlicurmy one who in milita- 
ry skill, in flUitosmansliip and in his devoted 
patriotism was sc-jond only to Washington 
Himself, who by his fikl.lfu. uKimr.ilx.iip sav- 
ed our armies in the South and In whom 
Washington at all times placed Implicit con- 
fidence -General \allianlcl Greene. 
As we suffered with our sister colonies In 
all the (treats, with tho trials, with the pri- 
vation of the Revolution so wo claim our lull 
share In all its glories. 
Tlilt. land, promises to be a gathering of 
tbe nations. 
Krorn every l.ind, from every 
clime, there Li pouring in upon ua an over 
increasing tide of emigration. Shall we go 
on increasing In iwwar and prosperity, or 
will the nation split Into fragments oach 
part warring with the other. What will be 
the tie that can bind together in one harmo- 
nious whole the inaltitmies that may gi.tlier 
here. I answer love of country, fostered by 
laws bearing with equal justice towards all. 
Let the citizens of Khode Island do all with- 
in their power to Instil into tbe minds of 
tbeir children a love of their country above 
all other earthly things, and especially to 
keep alive the great Icf&ons taught us by tho 
revolution, by tho enthusiastic celebration 
of this anniversary. • 


SECOND TO AST. 


The Judiciary of Khode Island; The grand 


tradition of the elders are nobly anstalnetl by 
their snccauors. To which Chief Justice 
Dnrfee responded as follows: 


MR, PRESIDENT : I con f aw that T I. A veer- 


perlenced some rollcltmle elnce I lenrne<] 
that you were going to call on mo to answer for 
tbe judiciary, to know how I coatd bring die 
jnrllolnry Into any «nit able relation to thin 
ocoailon of festivity, and r c6nfrsn that hith- 
erto T liav) pondered the problem In vain, 
It did occur to me that perhaps Hie judiciary 


might be used, a* U it) said a skeleton was 
used at ancient feasts, to pivo a limn flavor 
to the enj »ymetit by tbe Mi^e.'tion uf its o[> 
pittite—but tbe thought is evidt-ntly too far- 
ibtchw] to be accepted. It also occurred ti> 
U18 tint in tliu ulil colonial time for mure 
than eteliiy years, from lfiiiH-1747, the hiRh- 
eul court of. the ataie held Us pesslons exdu- 
riirely at Newport, aud litfcautd from all 
quarters, willing or uuwilliiip;. had to come 
tiockinij here f'jr their Mini-annual supplies 
uf justice, and that inasmuch as our «upreme 
court in the eiicces/tor uf tbe earlier tribunal, 
It might be expected of me ou an occasion 
wheu ao uutiy fresher aud more fracraut 
memories spontaneously suggest ihem«alve«, 
timt I would revive the curious forensic his- 
tory of that primitive period. 
But tbe 


thought is inadmissible; for who would care 
to reiiale himself OD the mouldy crurnbfl of 
antiquarian ism it no brilliant a festival as 
lib? And then a thought occurred to me, 
jhioh 1 confeea rather charmed me; for it 
occurred to ma that the man who ahould un- 
dertake to answer for the judiciary might bave 
a good deal to answer for. My friend, tbe 
late JudRe Potter, used to say In regard to 
one part of our jurisdiction that the judge 
who "grained a divorce was pretty sure to 
make &t lea^t two people happy, and [wabbly 
four. 
But niieb a difference of felicity Is not 


tbe usual result of a judicial decision. Gen- 
erally a judge cannot gratify one party with- 
out disappointing the other, and aince disap- 
pointment is far keener aud more durable 
than delight; I am afraid that if 1 had to 
answer for the judiciary for mv friends who 
bave lost tbeir cause* an well aa to those wbo 
have won them I mi^ht find rnycelf lu a 
very sorry businefttt,moflt unmeet for the day, 
I am sure you do not want to engage me in 
it. Another thought bas come to me which, 
if not appropriate, is at lea*t, it peeum to me, 
not inappropriate for this or an; time. The 
judiciary is the balance wheel In the muo.i-..- 
ism of the state. Its act ion, uoisflless but iu- 
cesaant, keeps tbe other purls lu harmony, 
It Is destitute of the pomp aad trappings tbat 
captivate tbe many, but ueveriueless it ia the 
most beoeficient of civil forces, for not only 
does it maintain that supremacy of the state, 
and enforce the law between parly and party 
but continually out of the COQIIHOD fact* of 
private controversy, out ot the helpful strife 
and (struggle aud tedious travail* of litigation 
it educes the general rules aud maxima of 
order aud justice and freedom and property, 
which are tbe very bulwarks aud step pi ~ 
stones of civilization.

FOURTH TOAST. 


The early history of Khode Island: We 


owe a debt of gratitude to the earueat devo- 
tion and loving care which has rescued so 
much of it from threatened oblivion. To 
which tbe Hon. W. P. Sheffield responded 
as follows: 


If tba Importance of a State is to be deter- 


mined by the acrea embraced within ita ter- 
ritory, or even by the number of its people, 
Rhode Island is entitled to but little candid 
eratlou. But if association with historical 
event?, 
which tend to 
ameliorate the 


condition of the humiu family, and tbe 
achievements of its inhabitants yo to make 
np the 
character 
and standing of a 


State, Khode Island baa a right to claim a 
place abreast of the foremost Stales of an- 
cient or modern times. 


Henry VIII revolted ag.tlnst the Sea of 


Rome because the latter would not grant him 
an tinjuat divorce azalnst Catharine of Arra- 
pon, and not because of any corraptlon iu 
the church of Home. Tbe King of England 
lhtn eat himself up to be Pope in his own 
empire. Edward VI more coveted the title 
of "defender of tbe Faith" than acyof bis 
royalties. 
The masculine Elizabeth bad 


her Parliament make revolt agalnot tbe 
church treason 
to the [State. Christianity 


was but a minor element in the ambitious 
contentions of the time about creeds. The 
Puritans revolted against tbe corruptions of 
the church, but unhappily retained the idea 
of State control of the religion of the people; 
against thia control the founders of KhoJfl 
Island protested, 


Ann Hutchinson, the wife of Wllbara 


Hutcbioaon, a daughter of the Rev. John 
Marhnry. of London, and a grand iilwe of 
John Dryden, tbe poet, resided In Boston. 
She was a woman of intellectual visor, of 
clear perceptions, of theological distinctions 
aud of strong personal attractions. She had 
con&clved that Ilia Rev John Cotton preach- 
ed more atronf-ly a covenant of grace than 
did the otber ministers of Massachusetts and 
evidently she more favored the idea that nal- 
vatioo was to be obtained by crjce than by 
wiirku; that men were to he judged by what 
they were, rather than by what they did; 
by their motives for action rather than by 
their acts, for the expression of this belief 
she wai tried, condemned and banitdied. 
Her brother-in-law, John Whee.riglit, who 
bad been the classmate in college of Oliver 
Cromwell, had espoused the dogmas of Mra. 
Ilutchinson, and had been censured. Men 
in Itoaion protested agaiust tbe injustice of 
thfi sentence and tho censure; and thu;;ro 
lestanls were exiled, and some of them bo- 
came tbe founders of Rhode Island. Here, 
these,men abandoned the practices of all the 
past; rolled back tbe tide of tradition, and 
boldly struck for tbe freedom of the soul 
from the control of tbe State; for the eman- 
cipation of mind and thought from Ihe civil 
law. In this ,tbey earned the gratitude and 
approval of the human race, and anticipated 
the favorable judgment of tbe world. 


The founders of Rhode Island left Massa- 


chusetts under the condemnation of nnjuet 
judgments, and the anathamu of Massa- 
chusetts pulpits followed them Into exile.— 
Cromwell, when he came Into power, ap- 
plauded the conduct of tbe colony wbich had 
driven onr fathers out of Massachusetts,— 
Tbe t-.ly Mttlern of Khode Island were DO 
leas the foonderi of civil than of religious 
liberty. In MaMacbuMtts they had a royal 
governor, and no man could vote wbo had 
not been admitted to the church. In Rhode 
Inland, under tbe fthait*rof IG13, they re- 
solved that th«ir government was /iv»w>crat- 
cat and capitalized every letter In the word 
to give emphasis to their expression, aud they 
defined the term to mean that "It waa la the 
pow.»r of the body of the freemen orderly as- 
sembled, or the major part of them, to make 
anJ cons'.ltute Juit rawf.by wbich they would 
tie regulated, and to depute from among 
them Ml veil imch ministers M should SM 
them faithfully executed between man and 
man." It Iinot too mnch to say that the 


body of laws framed under this charter in 
1017 WPIG ill tht> lime they weie adopted far 
in Hdvitnoo of at)9 code of civil IHWS then In 
force iu chririieuuom. 


I bave rt-ccntly rend a letter written In 1059 


by otm of tbe fiirly .^nttlersof this colony to 
.he guvritior of Miisjttclmsfttri appealing to 
lim in Ptiva the life of bis wife which the 
opiesi >a>.-, that after the lapse of two cen- 
turies is yet stained wiib the busbund'stears. 
This letter suggests some of the trials of the 
pioneer settlers of thin isUnd nud has awak- 
>ned in me an increased interest iu their bio- 
lory. 
Tbe virtues are taught in a Spartan school; 


coarw fare tiud hard usage are necessary to 
tbe highest development of character. Tbe 
founders of Rhode Island learned wlf-reli- 
ance, to practice self-denial, tud the love of 
liberty under tbe irou rule which coutroled 
English non-conformists, aud iu tbe hard 
school of colonial Masflachunetts. Tbe crop- 
ping of «aif, the three'Cord filiations, tbe 
imprisonment!*, chains aud banishments, to 
which they were subjected and tbe subse- 
quent bunging of one of their Dumber, wern 
each a part of tbe hard discipline to which 
they were subjected, and out of which they 
evolved their ideas of the equality of men, 
and the equality of wb.it is now known as 
civil rights 
It was uot Massachusetts alone 


that thus aided our fathers iu developing the 
principles of human liberty and individual 
responsibility, but tbe colonies of Plymouth 
and Connecticut each contributed Iu klud 
tbeir shares to in in result. 


The Puritans and Pilgrims, the flcbool- 


ruasters of the settleis of Rhode Island, were 
pioneers lu the catife of human liberty; up to 
UIG settlement of the Rhode Inland colony 
they siood iu the foreground of the civiliza- 
tion of the age iu which they lived, but they 
lived and walked in the dim light of tbe 
dawu of another age, and fought valliuntly 
iu defence ot their own rigbLi, and fought an 
valliantl; to suppress the rights of others and 
wheu the great Idea of the equality of the 
rights of men in tho forum of conscience uud 
law burat upon them, its effect was so over- 
powering ibat they became possessed with 
tbe belief that they were its discoverers, and 
their descendants in a large measuialiold to 
this fallacy. Notably, they hold up the 
Boston tea-party and refer to Lexington aud 
Concord as iuitial points In the American 
Revolutinnam! appear never to have heard 
of the destruction of the Liberty and the Gac- 
pea, aud of the takiug of forty c^conns from 
Fort George in thu harbor of Nwn-pott from 
utider the guns of the King's ship?, by order 
of the legislation of Rhode Island for the de- 
fenrnof the riphtsof thepeoploof the colo- 
ny ngaiiint tbe power of the British crown 
four months before April H), 1775 


The rattlers of Rhode Island had mirrely 


ploughed ibelr firm fluid when tbuy begun lo 
10 prepare pipe-stave.* to ba Ffiut to the West 
Indies. Cnmnifrcn, which thm legun, HX- 
punded until itn canvass whitened every si 
itiid its commodities embraced the products of 
every clime, a commerce which they eveiitua'- 
ly offered up os a «acrilk-e upon the nltnr «f 
thuircountry. Tlieirdes'cuuduntBlolioiml the 
fortunes of .their cmiutiymen over tbeir 
American pdH-efsioua to lake purt in every 
battlefield, ami nlmred with lliem tho toil, 
hardship and HufTt^rinps nf every c:.mpnign. 
Iu Hcieiict1, ait and n«t>fnl industry they huve 
k«pt p'ice with other pDujjte".

David anointed. — About thirty 


years before the date of this lenaou, ihe 
iged prophet Samuel, whose heart had 
been greatly grieved by the sins and 
misconduct of Saul, then the king uf 
.srael, had been sent by God to Beth- 
ehem, the home of Jesse, the father of 
David, among whose sons the Lord tolil 
him there was one whom he had chosen 
to be king after Sun I. Samuel ottered a 
sacrifice to God aud invited Jesse and 


sons to a feast ou the occasion. 


Javid was the youngest son, and was 
ending the sheep in the pasture. He 
was not called to the feast with his 
brethren. As the sons assembled Samuel 
ookcd among them to see the one which 
he Lord had choseu to be Saul's suc- 
cessor. Not finding him he Inquired of 
Jesse If tbose present were all of his 
sons. 
Upon learning that there was 


still another, he refused to sit down to 
the banquet until he was called. When 
David came in the Spirit of the Lord 
made It known to Samuel that he was 
the chosen one. 
The old prophet then 


drew forth his horu of frayrant oil and 
poured it upon David's head, but made 
no announcement of the purpos-j or 
significance of the ceremony. The Spirit 
of the Lord came upon David, not with 
any wild, 
guslful, 
overpowering in- 


fluence, but with gentle, illuminating, 
purify!n|£ power, and by It David was 
divinely taught an to his future life and 
duties. II these were not fully revealed 
to him, he was so directed us to be nil 
the while in a course of preparation for 
thtra. The subsequent, u vents In his life 
iav« been already studied, aud we have 
earned of the sad death of Saul. 
Soon 


after thut event, David went, by divine 
direction, to Hebron, w.here the men of 
the tribe of Judah came together and 
anointed him again and mede him their 
king. There he reigned, as is told In 
thu first four chapters of this book, for 
seven years and fail months, at the end 
of which time tlie events narrated in this 
esson took place. The men of all the 
ribes of Israel came to Ilebron aud 
made him their kincr, and for the third 
,ime he was anointed with the 
holy, 


ronsecratlng oil, and thus became the 
king of the whole nation. 


II. Jerusalem captured.—The ancient 


city, or stronghold, called Jebus, had 
never been taken from tbe native Inhabl- 
ants, since the occupation of the land 
by the Israelites.

Out. 


A Maine fanner, writing to the 


. "Mirror and Fanner," says there 


•; are several reasons why pastures 


wear out. Among these are: "Over- 


- Stocking aud allowing cattle 
and 


. horses to grub too late in the fall; 


also want of more grass seed of a 
mixed variety ; also the presence of 
weeds and useless shrubbery. In 
seeding pastures, put in 
orchard 


grass and western clover with other 
kinds. There arc many weeds that 
are allowed to grow in pastures that 
take the nutriment out of the soil 
and return no benefit, such as but- 
tercup, brake, Canada thistle and 
tall thistle, also bitter weed and 
white weed. 
The buttercup can be 


eradicated by taking a small, still' 
toe and cutting it up by the roots.

Clinking. 


If neglected, be sure and mow it 
down as soon as in blossom, also 
mow the Canada thistle, sprinkle a 
little salt over these,and the cows will 
eat them with relish. Salt the cattle 
where the thistle grows and it will 
fioou kill them out. 
As to the ugly 


ball thistle, dig it up whenever you 
see one on the farm. If no other 
means are at hand, tip it over with 
the foot and take the pocket knife to 
the root. The white and bitter weeds, 
it they have got the start, will take 
plowing and salt to kill them. I have 
a pasture upon which I have kept 
from five to eight cows from twenty 
to thirty years, and not a white or 
biUer weed is to be seen iu the lot. 
Fo^Ptop dressing I use scrapings 
of the street iu front of stores and 
ofliccs where horses are often hitch- 
ed. In this we get loam with the 
other dressing. I mix a bushel of 
bone meal to a load of scrapings ; 
spread Broadcast over the barren 


Many horses have an unpleasant 


habit of striking the toes of the hind 
shoes against the fore shoes. It is a 
fault belonging to some of the best 
horses as well as the worst, and most 
frequently occurs with young horses ; 
they often clicking on the turf or 
soft ground, and not on the road. It 
arises from the too great length of 
stride by the hind leg, the fore loot 
being unable to get out of the way 
in time; therefore, anything which 
detains them, such as a soft or heavy 
soil, aggravates the fault. To pre- 
vent, make the hind shoes square at 
Lbc toe, leaving the toe of the crust 
somewhat projecting to receive the 
blow instead of the shoe. It some- 
times happens that, from the repeti- 
tion of these blows, the crust is 
worn so thin at the toe as to produce 
or threaten lameness, iu which case 
this plan of shoeing is to be aban- 
doned, and we must put up with the 
noise to avoid the greater evil. Some- 
times when a square-toed shoe fails 
to prevent clicking, one pointed at 
the toe will succeed, probably be- 
cause there is so small a point of 
contact, and going within or by the 
sirle of the fore shoe. —[Prairie 
Farmer.

Forwarding Corn. 


There is no doubt tbat if Ihe corn 


crop is to be pushed forward, it must 
receive that care necessary to assist 
it to mature before the frost comes 
upon it. Due of the difficulties is to 
give it a good start when it is young. 
Many adopt the plan of manuring in 
tho hill, forgetting that corn is a 
gross feeder and runs ita roots over 
a large surface of ground. To keep 
corn in a growing condition it should 
not only receive a liberal applica- 
tion of stable manure wherever pos- 
sible, but the fertilizers used should 
be applied frequently instead of at 
times of preparing the soil. Not that 
it is to be implied that heavy ex- 
pense must be incurred to give the 
crop successive applications of fer- 
tilizers, but to so divide the amount 
required as to use one-third, spread 
broadcast at time of planting, one- 
third when the corn is two feet high, 
and the remaining tbird at the time 
the corn is in tassel.

The most satisfactory remedy for 


cabbage worms tried in the New 
Jersey experiment station was a 
mixture of half a pound each of hard 
soap and kerosene, in three gallons 
of water. It was applied near the 
end ol August, and destroyed in a 
few hours nearly all the worms on 
the cabbages to which it was ap- 
plied.

Vick says tbat soot is one of the 


most valuable substances the gard- 
ner can employ. That from coal is 
better than that from wood. It can 
be employed as a fertilizer for any 
cropj aud it is not only valuable as 
a manure, but to drive away insects 
that attack cabbage, turnip, radish, 
etc. 


to keep the roots always supplied 
with available food, as a wet season 
often carries off the soluble matter, 
before the corn is ready to fill out. 
It Is the most critical period with 
corn when the seed is maturing or 
filling, and it is then that the roots 
should have the appropriate matter 
within reach, for the nourishment of 
the crop. A little fertilizer when 
the corn is in tassel, gives it new 
life, and the increase in the yield 
pays well for the extra care. 
What 


feetilizera to use depends upon the 
soil. If the land has been well ma- 
nured, a mixture of 200 pounds su- 
perphosphate, 50 pounds sulphate of 
ammonia, and 100 pounds potash 
(kainit) is very good, but the most 
important matter is to keep the crop 
well cultivated, allowing no grass 
and weeds to occupy the ground, 


In many of the older sections of 


the couiitry where laud is dear, hedg- 
es are being grubbed up. . Many 
more would be if tho work did not 
require so much labor. They require 
a great deal of work to trim, which 
if applied on fruit trees would bring 
in many dollars. 
They rob the soil 


on eitber side, and worse than all 
they harbor weeds and vermin. 


The mangers for cattle should al- 


ways be low. Nearly all the mangers 
and racks of our farmers are 'high. 
When a cow has to reach up for food 
there is a tendency to abuse the 
throat and neck muscles. There are 
several diseases that arise from this 
very cause.

recommendation of the yellow car- 
rot as preferable to any other in 
general feeding. It imparts no dis- 
agreeable flavor or odor, supplies in 
•color all that Is desirable and adds 
to the quality of the butter. It serves 
mlso, if fed reasonably during winter 
and early spring, to keep tho stock 
in better condition. 
Corn meal 


should also bo fed in limited quan-

Joseph Crandall WSB the third pastor of 
ie Seventh-day Baptist church in Newport, 
e was a member of tbat church as early as 
ie your 1092, at which period tbe earliest 
cifctiuy records of tbe church cummeuce.— 
f tbe date of bis birth, or his baptism, we 
ave no means of ascertaining. Me was or- 
uiued elderuf tblachuich May 8,1715, and 
iBlor tit tie death of elder GIliKon In 1717.

en years. He died March 2, 1778, age G5

William Bliss was the fifth pastor of the 
vpnlh-day Baptist chnrch In Newport 
jrn in 1728— ordained to tbe ministry iu 
79—was installed pastor of this chnrch 
cc. 24,1780. He died May 4,1808, in the 
fit year of bis age. 
The first place of public worship occupied 


by this church is by some supposed to have 
been the old chapel at Green E-id.and which 
was destroyed about tbe time of tbe Revolu- 
tionary war; but in 170C a deed waa taken 
from Jonathan Barney for a lot of ground 
sitnated OD the corner of what is now called 
Spring street and Barney street, extending 
on Spring street 40 feet, ou Barney street 85 
feet, by Barney's burying ground on tbe 
Southeast and ou Gov.
